DETAILED ACTION 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is 
eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) 
has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 
37 CFR 1.1 14. Applicant's submission filed on July 23, 2010, has been entered. 

2. Claims 1-53, 56, 61-80, 85-95, 97-1 19 and 123 have been cancelled. New Claims 124- 
143 have been added. Accordingly, Claims 54, 55, 57-60, 81-84, 96, 120-122 and 124-143 are 
pending, and are considered in this Office action. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112, second paragraph 

3. (Prior rejection -moot) The rejection of Claim 123 is moot under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second 
paragraph, as being indefinite, is moot in view of the cancellation of the claim. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112-WD 

4. (Prior rejection-moot) The rejection of Claim 123 under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, 
for containing new matter, is moot in view of the cancellation of the claim. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112-Scope of Enablement 

5. (Prior rejection-withdrawn) The rejection of Claims 54, 55, 57-60 and 81-84, under 35 
U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, for failing to comply with the scope of enablement, is withdrawn in 
view of the amendment to the claims. The rejection of Claims 85, 88, 94, 100, 107, 115-117, 119

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 
6. (Prior rejection- withdrawn) The rejection of Claims 54, 55, 57-60, 81-84 and 
120-122 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), as being unpatentable over Barnett (Vaccine, Vol. 15 
(1997), No. 8, pp 869-873), Nabel (WO 02/032943); Gao L (J. Virology Vol.70 (1996), 
No.3, pp 1651-1667); Gao F. et al. (Meeting Abstract; AIDS Vaccine 2001. 2001 Sep 5-8; 
abstract no. 201); Yoshida T. et al. (Clin Exp Immunol. 2001, 124(3):445-52); and 
Evans (Vaccine. 2001 Feb 28;19(15-16):2080-91), is withdrawn in view of the 
amendment to the claims and applicants' argument. The rejection of claims 85, 88, 94, 
100, 107, 111-117 and 1 19 is moot in view of the cancellation of the claims.
